J nit-rly tvvice printed in Greek, and thrice in Latin yet did 
the I earned Dv.Wallii fee caufeenoiigh to piiblifh anorlier Edition, 
therein prefentingiis with many emendations in the Original , and 
with a new Verfion in Latin^ and adding fome (liort ftri6iire, fcr- 
vingtoilluftratethefenfe thereof. And the Book feeuicd to de- 
ferve thefe pains, as being not only an elegant and acute piece, wor- 
thy of Archimedes ^hnt alio an excellent Monument preferving both 
a piece of reniore Antiquity , as is that^ of Arijlarchns Samim his 
Hypothefis, revived by Copernicus, and that of the Vorick DideU 
in Profe, Befides,it exhibits the foundation laid of the JrtofNum- 
hringot rather Noting of numhers , now in ufeamongft us with Sa- 
racenique or rather Indian Cyphers; And it accommodates ihofe 
numbers *, iS, y, «r, e, e^c notonly to numbers proportional in a «^<r- 
eiiple ratio ; but alfo to any others, in any ratio whatfoever, that are 
in a continual proportion from the Unite; And they are the fame

eutw ; n )r did it want emendation. To it is annexed Eutficitu his

The Author of this Treatife, aiming principally in his Pradife 
of Phyfick to contribute what he can to the real and conftant cure 
of all Difeafcs, and being well aware of that great dejideratum in 
Phyfick of faithfully recordmgfuch Medical Obfervations and Me- 
thods of Cure, as by candid and careful Phyficians are made , and 
with rucceH) employ 'd,rtrolved at length,after many folicitations of 
thofe of his Friends that knew his Pradife, and his conftant endea- 
vours of improving the fame for the common benefit ofMankind,to 
piiblifli rhefe his Obfervations, relating tothe Hiftory and the 
fuccefsful and certain Cure of ^f»/^ Difeafes, waving therein ail 
Philof phical /^po/^^y^j, and delivering nothing but genuin mat- 
ter of Pad ; diftinguifliing withal the peculiar and conftant Fha- 
nomena of Difeafes from thofe accidental and adventitiousj and 
very carefully obferving the aptnefi of thefcveral Seafons of the 
Year to occafion rhe feveral forts of Difeafes reigning in them. 

Now chis Hiftory and Cure of Acute Difeafes here defcribed, 
comprehends his Obfervations of the fifteen laft years of this Age; 
a competent time, forrendring an account of the diftinft fpecies 
of Epidemicals, which not only fortuitoully invade us, bntare in 
one year, or in a ccrtainy^wj of years,of one and the fame kind, 
and in other years different from one another. 

To defcend to the particular Matter here performed , 
0Ut Author hath obferv'd , that from the years 1661 to th^t 
of 1676. there have reigned j6vr,(everal Conftitutions of the 
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Air, whk* ha¥C produced at minyfffeiet of Epidcniical Difeafes 
tad Fcavcts fcverally named. 

Of tbcfe he calls the/r/ the Cominud Depratory Feaver , laft- 
iflg trom 1661 to 1665, which heeftecms to be the principal Fea- 
ver of Nature ^ forafmuch as therein fhe doth Co regulate all the 
Symptoms, as to difpife the Febrile matter, when duly digefted 
and prepared, to be difcharged cifhcr by a competent fvveatora 
liberal tranfpiration. Here he records divers important Obfer- 
vations of his, and notes the feveral fymptoKis of the Difeafe, the 
Method ofcure,and the Diet of his Patient,both during the Difeafe 
and after it ; concluding this Head with defcribing the nature.fjm- 
proms and cure of the /»/er/»/>ff»/ Feavers bred in this firft Cob- 
Ititution. 

The fteond Epidemical Conftitution of another kind he obfcrves 
to have been in London in the years 1665 and r666 This kind he 
calls Inflammatory, of which nature the Plague or Pcftilence was in 
the higheft degree, fweeping away, when it was in its height, 8000 
inoneweek, moreorlefs. Here he takes notice , that for rtn- 
dring a rational account both of fuch wafting Difeafes as this, and 
of fuch that are very gentle, it may be fuppofedjthat fome. imes the 
conftitiuion of the body of the Air is fuch that it breeds Difeafes 
that carry away innumerable People ; at other times it afflii^ts but 
a very final number of them ; though it be yet very obfcure to us, 
wherein that different texture of Air, that hath fuch different ti- 
feds, dothconfift. 

Now of this fecend fort he very particularly defcribes alfo the 
(everal rymptnms,and thedifficultiesoccurrjngin refpeflof thofe 
Phyficians that advife and urer/»<e-y?^w« in the Plague: Where 
he relates a Urange example of the good fuccefs thereof herein 
Englmd ; as alfo his own ufe of bleeding in this diftemper for a 
while, together with his reafon of defifting from it, and the method 
by him employ 'd afterwards, and the fuccefs thereof. 

The «Wr^ Epidemical Conftitution, defcribed by him, did ob- 
tain in the years 1667, 1668, and part of 1669^ and it was that of 
the Small pocks, and of a Varioktts Feaver, refcmbling (except the 
eruption of the puftuls) the Smal-pocks, in fvmptoms and dura- 
tion, and vanifliing with the Sniall-pocks. This was accompanied 
with a D/4rr^ie4,efpecially at the later end of it ;& it approached fo 
near the nature of the Small-pocks,that it feem'd to be nothing clfe, 
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but the fame turn'd inward and incumbent on the vifiera. The 
PljoEiionitna,r,n)ptoms, and cure of this Feaver, and thedifFe- 
iciicc between the DiftinA and the Flex- pox, and ihe flaughter of 
thoufaads ficlt; of thtfe Pox for want of a due Method in treating 
the pat itnts , and many other confiderable remarks , are with great 
care and skill deliver'd by the A ithor. 

The fcitrth Epidemical Conftitntion here difcour fed of, was here 
in vogue An. 1670, 167 1, 1672, and is by our Author call'd the 
jDylefiteficalFcivcr, accompanied with the Meafels, and the C/&o- 
kramrlpM, and foloA'd by a Bilious Colick : All defcribed as to 
their ctlefts and method of cure, with the like care and caution, 
as the fore going. 

Thcj?//^Confi-itiition that obtained here was An, 1673, 1674, 
1675, VIZ. A Feaver of a very Anomalous nature, to which the 
L)jffe»tcr^3ii)d Diarrh(ea were oaly fymptomical, not effential, and 
upon which fjrven'd Epidemical coughs, with Pleurefies and 
J^eripneumonWs-tas ihefe five conftiiutions were StatiofjarySo they 
hr-\\ )mt Intercurrent Fcavers, as the Scur let- fe Aver ^ the Eajiard 
Feripneumonia, ihc Rheumat if me ^ tht Eryjipe/as , and iht yimma, 
which are a.To accurately defcribed by our Author, both as to their 
phenomena and Cm e. See the Author himfclf both for his Obferva- 
tions and manner of (he Cure.

Jn this fecondand confiderably augmented Edition the worthy 
and Learned Author performs four things in fo many Books. 

[n the firji^hc gives an account of the Principles of the J*/aU»k^ 
Philofophy, and fhews the difference between it and the PeripatC' 
tick 3 delivering in the fame the Natural Theology of the JPiatoniffs; 
and difcourfing fundamentally, from their Principles, of the Exi- 
fience of God, and his Providence and Concourfej then of the 
Origine as well as the Spirit of the World 5 not forgetting to fliew, 
bow that Philofophy endeavours to raife the Mind to the confide- 
ration of Eternal and Prima?val notions, and having diverted it from 
immerfing it felf into unftable and perifhable things, converts it to 
fuch as arc only perceived by the Intellefi; which our Author, 
duely ponderlcg.che dignity of Humane Nature, efteems to be of 
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exceeding great importance, efpecially fince the worid now fwar ms 
with thofe that are fo very fenfual as to contend, that nothing can 
be underftood but Body. 

In thefecond Book he txph'ms Jirji the Principles of Arijiotle, 
and difcoui fes ac large of the nature and origine of Formes ; ycc 
without determining here, whether the Forms of living fubftances 
or the qualities of Bodies are things different from matter , or nor. 
Next, he treats of the Epicurean i^hilcfophy, as lefs oifficuit and 
moreobvious; difcourfing of Atoms, their nature and figures of 
continuity , and the manuer of the coha-fion of Atoms , as alfo of 
vacuity, ^c. 

Thirdly, he explains the Cartefim Pi inriples ; where he hath frft 
a large difcourfe about the iiaiure of a J-'hjJicai iiody, ei;d?avcur uii^ 
to evince, that the eflTc nee of it ccnfifhnot in a trine Din:trifiOn,& to 
fhew,that the Ideaoftht three dimenfions, ( than which Des Cartes 
contends we can have no other ofa Eody,)is the Idea, cn'y of a Ma.- 
thematical, not a PhyHca! Body. "Secondly, he treats largdy of 
the Nature and Lawof Motion. Thirdly, of the Eladiquemotion, 
and the caufes of that motion, and of the manners in which it is 
communicated; as alfo what difference there is in the ccnfi^ 
guration of the parts in Springy Bodies, from theft that have no 
Spring', inquiring alfo, in the Appendix to ihisTreatife, into the 
efficient caufes of EKifticity, concerr.ing uhtch he delivers the fen- 
timentof Mr. Perrmlt, after he had aliedg'd the Materia [ubttHs of 
Des-Cartes , and the ignited Atoms, and the fffiuvia of Bodies, 
which as fo many wedges do dilate the conflr'idcd paffages of the 
infieded Body. As to the opinion of Mr. Ferrault , iie fuppofes, 
that the ambient Air is of two forts; one thicker, compofcd of 
particlesof Earth, Water, C^f- infpired by us, not pervading glafs 
nor any other fol id body ; the other , farfubtiler and more pene- 
trant, intermingled with the thicker, almoft after the manner thai 
quicit-lime is mixed with fand,both fwimming and moving in the 
ather , and mixed with it as lime is mingled with water. More- 
over, that as the thicker Air,which extends itfelf to feme miles, hath 
its weight , fo the more fubtile hath a greater weight fmany Expe- 
riments evincing both.) Now to this fubtile Air Mr. JPerrauIi 
afcribes the Elaftiquepov/er and other affeftions, as the firmnefa 
and cohsfion of Bodies ; forafmuchas thecorpufcles, which com- 
pofe every thingj having plainand fiat and manifold fuperficies's^ 
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cannot be puU'd afunder , but tixy muft remove the neighbouring 
pans oi the Air from cheir place , and by doing Co fnnewhat raiTe 
the mafs of the Air inciimbent,they being every v. here preflTed from 
the environing Air, no otberwifetbana Body inimerftd in water 
is on all fides com prcfled by water. Wherefore as often as a firm 
body, e.g. the branch of a tree, is bcnr, the convex parts thereof 
are fomewhat forced afunder ^biit when that cxrcrior force ccafetb, 
rhan every pare recovers its proper figure and fcite; and this, he 
faith, is mainly efFeded by the weight of the fubtiler Air, c^c. 

In tht third Book he treats amply of the four Elements , cotn- 
UiOnly fo called, Fire, Air, Water, and Earth: whereoccur many 
confidcrable Ohfervarlons concerning lire and ^ir. The Jh.ficu- 
rem no:ion of Fire is here explained, and the C&rtefun likewife} 
and tiiofe particu'a's difcufTed , that fettu difficuit in the later. 
There arealfo recited many phanetmn* of Flame, and the latent 
fire in Lime and other Bodies ingenioufly difcourfed of: More- 
over, what is the nature and ufeof the Air, what the natnrcof the 
<i/Ether , together with the nnny Experimmts about the Spring 
of the Air, made in the Machina BcjliaKn.^ in i-^/gZ-JW^and elfe* 
nberCj ^c. 

In iht fourth are explained the Principlcsof Chjmifirj, the mix- 
ture and difToluticn of Bodies, Fermematiofi ^c. This alfo is full 
of new Experiments and Obfervaticns , made here and in France., 
and other Connrries, So that there being reprefent ed in this new 
Edition, as in an Epirome,moi(: of the fubjcftsand enquiries of Na- 
tural philofophy, and ihey treated with much piainnefs and ele- 
gancy, it may be oi'' great ufeto young Sfudcnis in Philof phy to 
inftrud thefelves inall thofe matters with brevity and delight.

Thar eminently Leai'ned and Famous Knight Sir Henry Wottcv, 
did long fince, at the end of his Elements of JrchiteB»re,^ronvSt^ 
as devored to the fervice of his Countrey , a FhUofophical Survey 
of FJmation which is indeed (" fays he) a Second Building or Re- 
pairing of Nature, and a kind of Moral JrchtteBure. This he 
promifed An- 1624; and he made many Eflays, and began feme 
Chap;ers, but could never bring his defign to Co much perfeftion, 
as cfjyM give fatisfaftion to his own mind and intentions. This our 
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Author, who is plcafcd to conceal his Name, is very full and 
punflual, with Inftruftions proper for ail conditions of human 
life , particularly for the Generous. 

The wifell of all Ages have taken care of Education , as funda- 
mental to profperous Governmenr, and the beft & mod feafonable 
help to good Literature. Solomon for the Eaft,and Daniel, had 
there an extraordinary felicity. Socrates, Plato, Xenophon, Ifo- 
crates, and the Sententious fmall Poets, as we call them, are, in tiieir 
feveral capacities , for Greece. Cicero and ^intilUn^ above all 
others, for found Wit and Eloquence, and peculiarly for rhe.r 
Orator, which ftould be their perfefl^, cnmpleac and honefl (that 
is.in their Sryle, Hor.ordblej Man among the Romans. And f^aie 
of theacuiefl: of our Modern have been free of their Advijo^ to 
prompt the Studious : Bodin, for Hiftory ; CUpmarim in Lis No- 
tfile StudiorttmTrie»n'mm. A Ifo Grotita , in one or two fhettE; 
Sturmiui, with like brevity ; Chr. Colerta De Studio Politico-^ and 
Cajfelm in a touch : Joac. hocani De ratione Studioriim Dijjertatio: 
For choice or variety of Books , Drexelin}. And Gabr. Nau- 
d<ei Bibliographia relitica, and his Inftruftions for trtfting a Li- 
brary, elegantly Englifh'd by Worthy Mr. Evelj/n. Many curious 
French have done well for the main ; J« M. arguttly in an Englifh 
fiieet, e?f. 

But this our Author hath reduced the bcfl of Anticnt and Mo- 
dern Advifos intoa compadl Method, and iriter'ac'd it with a very 
great variety of his own fcafjnablefuggf.rtions. I fball give no 
judgment upon the particulars 5 and the v-. ho'c is coinpoRd fo ^\.\c- 
cinttly, that it needs not nor aduiifs any other brtvijc. But 1 dare 
affirm it, that this Treatife is fingularly worthy u^ be perufcd by 
all the Ingenuous, that are or may be conctrnM in thofe Funda- 
mental affairs; as worthy alfo to come for.h from the Fafnom 
theatre of Oxford.
